No further details on progress of negotiations between tha Federal 
■Republic of Germany and the Government of Israel with respect to tha possible 
transfer of EICKIXAN'N from Israeli to West German Custody for trial in 
th' Federal Republic of Germany, are knowr to the writer at the present time. 

It ts noted that at the time that EICHMANN first was reported kidnapped from 
Argentina, Chen subsequently surfaced in Israel, among the voluminous 
publicity given the case, there was mention of some type of inter -governmental 
negotiation between Germany and ksrael with respect to the possible lack of 
legal jurisdiction of Israeli Covirts to put on trial ah individual who, had he been 
apprehended in time, would have been placed on ts ai at Nuremberg in l9't6-48 
-btfor*^'t.be'Inx«rnatlcmal War Crimes Tribunal in *hich the Allied Nations 
participated to try the primiary Nasi war criminals. In tha interim the writer 
has not had an opportunity further to pursue this aspect of the EICHMANN case, 
and therefore Is not familiar with the resolution of this question. 

It should be noted, however, that Subject was Deputy to the D.S. 
Prolocutor at Nuremberg, and more recently was a privately practicing 
attorney with offices in the U.S.A.' and in Frar.hfurt/.Maln Germany, following 
his rosdmisiion to practice before the Courts of the Federal Republic of Germany. 
Also, In recent years, he has bessn the Lejat Counsel Representing Israeli 
Co VC rnrnental Claints against the Federal Republic of Germany for Payment of 
Restitu'.lon to the Israelis. Under tbo ci rc urns ^nc <rs. therefore, it is possible 
that subject could be serving as the Prosecuting Attorney in the ElCHMAfs'N trial 
wherever it rttay be held. i.e. in either Israel or in Ihe Federal Republic, which 
fact .sh;'ul’: be a ic e r'.ainabl e from whichever l.rir !''ivlsicn ts currently 
follow-ing the EICHM an N C a » e ,
